An expert’s 
view 

• Surrey weatherman, Ian 
Currie said: 

“It was not anything like the 
storm of 1987, although it 
was still quite powerful. 
October is often a time of 
great storms. 

Apart from 1987 we have 
also had the storm of 
October 25, 1859, which was 
very bad in our area, and also 
led to the first forecast. 

A lot of sailors died at sea, 
and Robert FitzRoy [a distin¬ 
guished naval captain] was 
disappointed there was noth¬ 
ing to predict storms. 

He devised the first storm 
warning system. 

It has been a very mild 
October - it was about 
16 degrees in Kingston at 
2am on October 28, when it 
should really be about 
six degrees. 

This warmth provides the 
energy for the storm. 

The temperature of the 
Atlantic Ocean is much 
warmer than usual, but it 
is getting very chilly in the 
Arctic. 

That is quite a contrast, 
and often leads to a strong 
jet stream. 

When that meets an area of 
low pressure, which we have 
just to the west of us at the 
moment, it can cause a vor¬ 
tex in the atmosphere which 
deepens. 

That is what happened to 
us on Sunday. 

We have had a number 
of worse storms, but 
nonetheless it was not weak, 
it certainly packed a punch.” 


Storm force winds lashed the 
Epsom area on Monday 
morning bringing down trees, 
damaging builidings and 
closing roads. 

Tens of thousands of train 
commuters were left stranded 
or had to drive or take buses 
as Southern and South West 
Trains shut train lines 
because of the risk of falling 
trees. 

Although the lines were re¬ 
opened in the afternoon, a full 
service did not resume until 
Tuesday morning to the frus¬ 
tration of workers trying to 
get home. But, despite the 
damage, no serious casualties 
were reported. 

Epsom firefighter Sam 
Williams said: “It looks like 
Epsom escaped relatively 
lightly. It is a mixture of sur¬ 
prise and good luck. 

“The storm seemed to hap¬ 
pen through the night be¬ 
fore people woke.” 

The station was called 
to St Barnabas 

Church, in Temple 
Road, Epsom, 
which was hit by a 
falling tree. 

Leatherhead fire¬ 
fighters were out at 
2.45am, pumping 
out a flooded

building in Brookers Close, 
Ashtead. 

Then at 6.45am, the entire 
roof of an office building in 
Kingston Road was ripped 
away and landed in the street. 

A fire officer said: “The wind 
had cut underneath the flat 
roof at the corner of the build¬ 
ing, ripped through it and 
blown it all off.” 

Surrey County Council staff 
fielded 400 calls and responded 
to 82 incidents of fallen trees 
and flooding. 

At 10am three roads in 
Epsom were still closed - 
Reigate Road, Ashley Road 
and Manor Green Road - as 
council staff and police 
worked to remove fallen trees. 

Other roads with tree blow¬ 
downs were Meadow View 
Road, Wheeler Lane, Tonstall 
Lane, Horton Lane, Cumber¬ 
land Close, Wilmerhatch 
Lane and Aperdele Road, 
in Leatherhead.

She was sick and had to take 
most of the day off. 

Miss Dulake, who has had 
miscarriages in the past, said: 
“I was worried in general 
about being sick because 
of this pregnancy being a 
blessing. 

“I have been craving choco¬ 
late milk. I’m craving every¬ 
thing sweet.” 

When she went back to the 
Reigate Road store later the 
next day she said she found 18 
three-carton packets of the 
milk with the same date still 
on the shelves. 

In a complaint to Asda 
head office afterwards 
she wrote: “I downed 
the carton, thought it 
tasted odd, but put it 
down to being a 
children’s drink. 
“Tonight I went to 
the bin to check 
through the 
dates of what I 
had eaten the 
day be¬ 
fore 



due to being violently sick 
through the early hours of the 
morning until about 5pm.” 

She said when she com¬ 
plained at the store about it 
and having been charged £1.20 
for the milk, which actually 
cost £1, a staff member just 
gave her the 20p back plus a £2 
voucher. 

The manager then came 
over to speak with Ms Dulake. 

She said: “All he was con¬ 
cerned about was passing the 
buck on to someone else. 

“I am absolutely disgusted 
with the service I have 
received from Asda as the 
man said he can offer me a £10 
smiley voucher. 

“I refused to accept and was 
informed this is his budget 
and [he] waffled on about be¬ 
cause it’s not fresh we don’t 
check daily.” 

Miss Dulake said staff tried 
to stop her from taking pho¬ 
tographs of the packets of 
expired milk she had 
found in the shop. 

But she said that at 
8pm on Sunday 
evening a senior man¬ 
ager from the store 
phoned Miss Dulake 
to say he had just re¬ 
ceived her complaint 
and wanted to apolo¬ 
gise before going on 
holiday. 

Miss Dulake said 
he had 
promised 


to get back to her over 
compensation when he 
returned on Monday. 

She said: “I’m hopeful Asda 
are going to do something. 

“I thought that it was 
respectful he called before 
going on holiday.” 

A company spokesman said 
the milk, which is manufac¬ 
tured in Denmark, was heat- 
treated and there was no 
proof it had caused her to be 
sick. 

He said being past the best 
before date would only affect 
the taste - although Asda’s 
own website warns people not 
to drink the product after that 
date. 

He admitted it was against 
company policy to sell 
products past their best 
before date but said action 
had been taken in the store to 
rectify this.

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Three strikes 
in the week 


Firefighters, probation officers, 
and university lecturers are all 
going on strike over the coming 
week over a range of industrial 
disputes. 

Lecturers and university staff 
are set to walk out today, 
Thursday, October 31, in a na¬ 
tionwide strike over a 1 per 
cent pay offer. 

Staff at University for the 
Creative Arts (UCA) in Epsom 
are expected to take part in the 
one-day strike. 

It is the first co-ordinated 
strike action by members of 
University and College Union 
(UCU), Unison and Unite. 

Members of the Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU) are due to strike 
tomorrow, Friday, between 
6.30pm and 11pm, and on Mon¬ 
day, between 6am and 8am. 

A strike on October 19 was 
called off after the Government 
and fire employers appently 
shifted their position on pen¬ 
sion changes. 

But the union is now accus¬ 
ing them on reneging on this. 

Private rescue firm Specialist 
Group International (SGI) is 
expected to provide trained 
crews to make up numbers 
during the strikes in Surrey. 

Then on Thursday probation 
staff trying to block MP Chris 
Grayling’s plans to privatise 70 
per cent of the probation 
service will go on strike for 24 
hours. 

Members of the Surrey and 
Sussex branch of Napo, the 
professional association for 
probation staff, will be 
participating. 

They believe plans to hand 
contracts currently held by 
public sector probation staff to 
private security firms such as 
G4S and Serco, by October 2014, 
on a payment-by-results basis, 
could lead to an increase in 
crime. 

But Justice Secretary 
Grayling is adamant it will 
reduce reoffending.

Car thieves have stolen at least 
15 cars in just a week. 

On Tuesday police issued a 
warning to drivers after cars 
were taken from 15 towns in¬ 
cluding Epsom, Ashtead, 
Leatherhead, Walton and 
Sutton. 

Last week police said 13 luxu¬ 
ry cars, including top of the 
range Mercedes and BMWs, 
had been snatched from out¬ 
side homes in the previous 
fortnight. 

Police are looking into possi¬ 
ble links between the thefts, 
which started on October 13. 

In total the cars are worth 
well in excess of £500,000. 

Many of the cars were stolen 
from outside the owners’ 
homes after the thieves had 
managed to steal the keys. 

A police spokesman said: 
“The method of entry varied: 
one was letterbox; another was 
keys believed to have been 
dropped by the vehicle owner 
in the property’s porch; and 
the other was an actual break- 
in to the property. 

“Police are looking into 
possible links between all 


these offences.” 

In Birchwood Avenue, 
Wallington, a BMW X5 and 
BMW 320 were stolen on Mon¬ 
day, October 14. 

In North way, Wallington, a 
BMW X5 was taken on 
Wednesday, October 16, but re¬ 
covered the next day in East 
London. 

A grey Mercedes E200 was 
also stolen from a driveway 


after a home was burgled in 
Ashtead on Thursday, October 
17. 

Keys were taken from a hall¬ 
way in Chaffers Mead and the 
car stolen in the early hours 
after the burglar opened the 
front door by using the letter¬ 
box to gain access to the inter¬ 
nal handle. 

In Higher Drive, Banstead, a 
Mercedes E250 and Range 


Rover Evoque were stolen on 
October 21. 

Police are urging drivers to 
be vigilant, park their vehicles 
in garages if possible and take 
extra steps to secure their 
homes and keep keys out of 
site.

Police stations on sale 


Leatherhead police station 
could soon become retire¬ 
ment apartments as the 
green light is given for the 
sale of police stations 
across Surrey. 

The station, along with 
Epsom and Banstead police 
stations, is to be sold off 
following a review to en¬ 
sure that the best possible 
value is recouped. 

Surrey Police and Crime 
Commissioner Kevin Hur¬ 
ley suspended the sale of 
police stations in Epsom, 
Leatherhead, Banstead and 
other parts of Surrey at the 
end of 2012. 

He commissioned a re¬ 
view that has now conclud¬ 
ed and recommended that 
the sale of Epsom and 
Banstead and other police 
stations should go ahead. 

Surrey Police have al¬ 
ready exchanged contracts 
for the sale of Leatherhead 
police station to Churchill 
Retirement Living, with 
completion subject to plan¬ 
ning permission. 

A spokesman at the office 
of the police and crime 
commissioner said: 

“Leatherhead police sta¬ 
tion was allowed to proceed 
for sale earlier this year on 
the basis that an offer al¬ 
ready under negotiation 
would give the best return 
for the public.” 

Mr Hurley said: “After 
careful consideration, my

decision is that, with the 
exception of Chertsey, we 
should continue with the 
sales of the remaining 
sites.

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Paedophile guilty of 
assaulting youngsters 


A paedophile accused of acting 
out his sexual fantasies with chil¬ 
dren has been convicted of inde¬ 
cently assaulting two young girls. 

Father-of-two Peter Ross, 56, 
trawled the internet in search of 
sexual pictures of children before 
preying on two girls, both aged 
under 13, at his home in Croydon. 

Ross, who is married, abused a 
nine-year-old and and 12-year-old 
girl who visited his house 
separately between 2003 and 2005. 

Ross persuaded the older girl 
play a “game”, which meant 
she would have to sit o 
his lap. 

He would then touch 
them inappropriately. 

He partially un¬ 
dressed the younger 
girl, pulling down his 
jeans, before sexual¬ 
ly touching her. 

When the older 
victim reported the 
abuse to police in 
2006, Ross and his 
family abandoned 
their home so 
quickly they left 
the doors open. 

The girl initially 
dropped the alle¬ 
gations as she did 
not think police 
believed her, but 
detectives re¬ 
opened the investi¬ 
gation when the 
younger victim 
reported being 
abused last year.

When police arrested Mr Ross 
at his home in Beech Drive, 
Tadworth, in July 2012 they 
seized his computer and found it 
had been used “for years” to seek 
out indecent images of children. 

During a trial at Croydon 
Crown Court, which began last 
week, prosecutor Tom Wilkins 
told Ross: “You have a long¬ 
standing sexual interest in 
children, which you indulged in 
fantasies online and, as we 
have heard with these two 
girls, you sometimes put into 
practice.” 

After two days of 
deliberations, a jury convict¬ 
ed Ross last Thursday of 
three indecent assaults, two 
against the older victim and 
one against the younger girl. 
Jurors also found him guilty 
of six counts of making 
indecent photographs of 
children. 

Ross was found not guilty of 
penetrating the older 
victim’s genitals with his 
hands. 

He was remanded in 
custody and is due to be 
sentenced on November 8.

Councillors have introduced 
measures to stop offices in cen¬ 
tral Epsom from being turned 
into homes. 

Epsom Council’s planning poli¬ 
cy committee decided last 
Wednesday to preserve three 
office blocks in East Street to 
ensure Epsom retains a business 
sector. 

The decision comes after the 
Government recently changed 
planning law to remove the need 
for planning permission to con¬ 
vert offices into homes. 

But the council has adopted a 
direction to stop the change from 
applying to Adelphi Court, Cross- 
ways House and Bradford House 
in East Street. 

This means developers must 
get planning permission if they 
want to convert the offices into 
flats. 

Councillor Michael Arthur, 
chairman of the planning policy 
committee, said: “This is 
designed to give the council con¬ 
trol, through the planning pro¬ 
cess, to help protect certain 
existing offices that, although 
currently empty, are of specific 
importance to the borough’s 
economy moving forward. 

“The fear is if we lose these 
buildings to residential use now, 
then the attraction of Epsom as a 
location for business in the future 
is substantially diminished.”

A body pulled from the River Mole 
on Friday has been identified as a 
man in his 60s from Dorking. 

Police said there is no evidence to 
suggest anyone else was involved in 
the death of the man found in 
Leatherhead. 

Firefighters used an inflatable boat 
to recover the body from the river at 
Thorncroft Drive by Gimcrack Hill. 

Emergency services were called to 
the scene at noon after a member of 
the public, believed to be walking 
their dog, spotted the body. 

A police spokeswoman on Monday 
said the man’s next of kin has been 
informed. She said: “The death of the 
man, who is in his 60s and from 
Dorking, is being treated as unex¬ 
plained, but there is not believed to 
be any third-party involvement and 
there is nothing to suggest any risk 
to the community at this stage.”

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Council to fight Cherkley ruling

Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) and a developer have 
been granted leave to appeal a 
judge’s decision over the 
future of historic Cherkley 
Court. 

The announcement comes 
after hundreds signed a peti¬ 
tion calling on the council to 
abandon plans for an expen¬ 
sive appeal against a High 
Court decision in August. 

This quashed planning per¬ 
mission the council had 
granted for a development at 
the former home of press 
baron Lord Beaverbrook near 
Leatherhead. 

The council has already 
spent an estimated £50,000 on 
a failed High Court judicial 
review to defend its approval 
of plans to create a luxury 
hotel and exclusive golf 
course, though the final bill 
could be considerably higher. 

Mole Valley Liberal 
Democrats condemned the de¬ 
cision to launch an appeal as a 
“waste of public money”. 

Liberal Democrat Council¬ 
lor David Preedy, who repre¬ 
sents Box Hill and Headley, 
said almost 500 people have 
signed a petition to stop the 
council from risking more 
public money. 

Coun Preedy said: “It’s got 
strong support. People don’t 
understand why this decision 
was taken to launch an 
appeal.”

He described the reasons 
given by the council to justify 
further legal action as “very, 
very weak”. 

He said: “The financial case 
for it is a double or quits argu¬ 
ment. Is it right for the coun¬ 
cil to be putting more money 
at risk?” 

He said the £50,000 estimate 
would not include the time 
spent by council staff on the 
process and there may be fur¬ 
ther costs linked to the judi¬ 
cial review. 

He said: “They don’t know if 
the campaigners’ costs will be 
awarded against them.” 

The council applied to the 
Court of Appeal for leave to 
appeal after Mr Justice Had- 
don-Cave quashed planning 
permission saying the deci¬ 
sion was irrational, legally 
flawed, contrary to planning 
policy and based on inade¬ 
quate reasons. 

Councillor John Northcott, 
portfolio holder for planning, 
said external legal fees to 
fight the appeal could be in 
the region of £30,000. 

He said: “The council realis¬ 
es that if the appeal is unsuc¬ 
cessful then it is likely it will 
have costs awarded against it. 

“Equally, if the council wins 
the appeal, not only would it 
avoid any such future costs, it 


would potentially recoup any 
costs awarded against MVDC 
from the judicial review.” 

He said the council had 
carefully reviewed the judge¬ 
ment and taken legal advice. 

He said: “The council con¬ 
siders it is appropriate to ap¬ 
peal the outcome of the 
judicial review because it be¬ 
lieves the decision of demo¬ 
cratically elected councillors 
- with a thorough under¬ 
standing of the issues and the 
community - was legitimate.” 

Developer Longshot 

Cherkley Court claims it 
wants to restore the estate to 
its former glory and made a 
separate application for leave 
to appeal. 


Cherkley Campaign brought 
the judicial review, it said, to 
prevent the development from 
damaging the precious and 
highly protected landscape 
around Cherkley Court. 

The group and Campaign to 
Protect Rural England 
(CPRE) today said MVDC and 
Longshot have been granted 
leave to appeal against the 
High Court decision. 

In a joint statement they 
said: “We recognise this has 
become an important case for 
local planning authorities ev¬ 
erywhere, and that the Court 
of Appeal wants to consider 
the issues of wider impor¬ 
tance which it raises. 

“It is, of course, to be 


expected that Longshot will 
wish to do everything it can to 
continue with its commercial 
development of Cherkley. 

“However, we hope the 
Court of Appeal will accept 
the careful consideration of 
the issues by Mr Justice 
Haddon-Cave and endorse his 
conclusions as to the unlaw¬ 
fulness and irrationality of 
the planning permission.” 

Campaigners have demand¬ 
ed the developer abandons 
its plans and reinstate the 
areas already damaged by 
preparatory work on the golf 
course. 

The developer has refused to 
do this until the legal process 
has run its course. 


Bike thrown 
on rail track 

Police are searching for a 
man who hurled a bicycle on 
to railway tracks following 
an argument with a woman. 

The incident took place 
near Leatherhead station 
at 8.16am on Monday, 
October 21. 

The bike had to be re¬ 
moved from the tracks, lead¬ 
ing to delays on services 
from Dorking and Guild¬ 
ford, through Leatherhead 
and Ashtead, to Epsom. 

PC Ian Stack, from British 
Transport Police, said: “A 
young couple with a bike 
were seen arguing in the al¬ 
leyway by the station. 

“A short while later, the 
man was seen to throw the 
bicycle on to the railway 
line. This caused a passing 
train driver to stop his ser¬ 
vice and remove the bike 
from the tracks, which de¬ 
layed trains. 

“This was a stupid act of 
anger which caused delays 
at a very busy time for the 
railway on a Monday morn¬ 
ing, as commuters were try¬ 
ing to get to work, school 
and to appointments. 

“Throwing anything on to 
the train tracks is stupid 
and extremely dangerous.”

Major-General Michael Steele, 
who is part of Mr Blunt’s cam¬ 
paign team, said they were get¬ 
ting a positive response while 
canvassing association members. 

Gen Steele said: “Crispin has 
proved over the past 16 years to be 
a very industrious and successful 
member of Parliament for 
Reigate. 

“There is absolutely no reason 
why he should not be allowed to 


continue with his good work and 
be our Conservative constituent 
in 2015.” 

Gen Steele, who is part of the 
executive council, said that he 
voted for Mr Blunt to be automat¬ 
ically reselected and was amazed 
that others did not. 

He said: “I was absolutely aston¬ 
ished because I could not see the 
reason for it. I think it was very 
irrational and irresponsible if 
there was no reason for doing so.

£2k a year for ‘late, 
slow and filthy trains’

An outraged commuter has de¬ 
manded a meeting with a train 
company director and a refund on 
her season ticket because of 
delays, poor service and dirty 
carriages. 

Lucy Russell, from Horton Hill, 
Epsom, contacted the Epsom 
Guardian in frustration last 
Wednesday after a week of being 
late to work. 

Ms Russell, 38, who pays more 
than £2,000 for an annual season 
ticket to commute from Ewell 
West to Waterloo, has demanded 
compensation and action from 
South West Trains. 

In her complaint she said: “I pay 
a hefty price for the use of this 
service and every day for the past 
week including today I have ar¬ 
rived late to my workplace be¬ 
cause of slow or late running 
trains. 

“I categorically refuse to put up 
with this level of service any 
longer and demand that someone 
be held accountable for it. 

“Why should I pay for a service 
that doesn’t meet my needs? 

“If I ordered a meal in a restau¬ 
rant that arrived cold because it 
had been sitting around for 15 
minutes I would demand another

and if denied this I would refuse 
to pay.” 

Ms Russell, an executive assis¬ 
tant for bank Santander UK, said 
that she and her fellow passen¬ 
gers had been systematically let 
down by the poor service. 

She said: “The trains are late, 
slow, absolutely filthy dirty and 
we are herded into them like 
cattle. 

“I want a meeting with one of 
your directors, a refund in my 
travel from Ewell West to London 
Waterloo for the past seven days 
and I would also like to hear what 
you propose to change so that 
these problems cease to occur.” 

She has raised the issue with 
Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling who asked her to keep 
him updated. 

A spokeswoman for the South 
West Trains-Network Rail 


Alliance said: “We are sorry to 
hear about the problems experi¬ 
enced by Ms Russell when travel¬ 
ling with us over the past week. 

“We work 365 days a year to 
maintain and improve the infras¬ 
tructure along our route to pro¬ 
vide a safe and reliable service 
and will continue to invest mil¬ 
lions of pounds to achieve this, 
and boost capacity, on one of the 
busiest railway lines in Europe. 

“It is a challenge to access the 
railway to carry out significant 
works but we continue to plan for 
further upgrades to provide a bet¬ 
ter service to passengers.” 

She said feedback could be 
given at a passenger forum at Wa¬ 
terloo on December 10 and the 
customer service centre could 
provide details of compensation 
available for passengers who face 
disruption. 

Ms Russell’s complaint came 
during a week of multiple train 
delays across south-west London 
and Surrey. 

Last Tuesday, shortly before 
6pm, a person was taken ill on a 
train at Crystal Palace leading to 
widespread disruption and hour- 
long delays. 

The following morning a sig¬ 
nalling problem at New Malden 
also caused delays and frustra¬ 
tion for commuters.

delighted with the verdict. 

”1 am a trustworthy doctor 
who goes out of the way to 
help people, which landed me 
in this dreadful situation. 

”1 have always treated my 
patients with dignity and re¬ 
spect their sentiments when 
I deal with them which I will 
continue to do. 

”1 am an honest husband, 
loving father [and] we are a 
very happy family. 

“I am a God-loving person 
who believes in ‘karma theo¬ 
ry’ which means the good or 
bad deeds of a person will 
have an effect on the wellbe¬ 
ing of his offspring. 

”1 will always think about 
my wife and kids before 
doing anything silly.” 

On July 9 last year a 
woman, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, had 
an appointment with Mr 
Damodaran over long-stand¬ 
ing back pain. 

After a clinical examina¬ 
tion she was left feeling upset 
because he did not give back 
MRI scan results she had 
been hoping for. 


The prosecution accused 
Mr Damodaran of following 
the distressed woman back to 
her car, getting inside and 
then sexually assaulting 
her under the guise of a 
re-examination. 

But the jury accepted his 
explanation he had neither 
sexually assaulted or re-ex¬ 
amined the woman in the car 
and had only got in briefly to 
comfort her verbally. 

He had told the court he 
saw her looking upset at the 
hospital entrance and 
checked if she was feeling 
OK before they walked back 
to their parked cars together. 

He said: “Looking back I 
thought it was an error of 
judgement. I should not have 
entered the car. 

My main aim was to give 
her comfort and it was a mo¬ 
mentary judgement.” 

He said he only spoke to the 
woman for a few minutes in 
the car and he was on his 
way home after 36 hours on 
duty. 

He added: “I have never 
experienced this before. 

“It was the first time I had 
seen a patient crying in the 
car park. I felt sorry for her.”

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Flying medal for ‘exceptional 
courage’ to go up for auction

A Distinguished Flying Medal 
(DFM) awarded to a brave 
Epsom airman during the Sec¬ 
ond World War will be going 
under the hammer next 
month. 

Flight Sergeant Dennis Ax- 
tell was awarded the DFM in 
April 1943 just days after he 
was killed when his bomber 
was shot down during a raid on 
the Skoda armaments factory 
in Czechoslovakia. 

Reporting on his 
% \ award the 23-year-old 
radio operator was 
described as “fear¬ 
less and skilful” in 
the London Gazette. 

He had been recommend¬ 
ed for the medal in Febu- 
rary that year. 

The citation noted that he 
had flown on 34 bombing sor¬ 
ties and four convoy escort pa¬ 
trols on two tours of duty and 
said: “Throughout both his 
tours of operations he has dis¬ 
played unusual initiative and 
his resourcefulness and skill 
has proved a big asset to the 
completion of many successful 
sorties.

“His cheerful courage, 
unselfishness, and sacrifice 
well deserve recognition by the 
award of the Distinguished 
Flying Medal.” 

The attrition rate for bomber 
crews was very high and his 
luck ran out over France on 
April 17 when his plane, a Han¬ 
dley Page Halifax Mk II, was 
atttacked by a German night 
fighter. 

A witness saw the plane 
burst into flames at 4.36am, 
break into three sections and 
crash to the ground at St 


Sulpice on the Somme. 

Only one crew member sur¬ 
vived after he managed to 
jump out of the doomed 
bomber with a parachute, de¬ 
spite being wounded. 

Flight Sergeant Axtell was 
born in Epsom in June 1920. 
Later in life, he moved to St He¬ 
lens on the Isle of Wight and 
was based in Snaith, York¬ 
shire, during the war 
as part of 51 Squadron 
RAF. 

He was buried in Maucourt 
Cemetery, France, and is com¬ 
memorated on the St Helens 
Church Memorial on the Isle of 
Wight. 

The DFM was awarded to air¬ 
men below the rank of com¬ 
missioned office “for 
exceptional valour, courage or 
devotion to duty while flying in 
active operations against the 
enemy”. 

A total of 6,637 men were 
awarded the honour during 
World War II. 

Fit Sgt Axtell’s DFM and his 
other medals will be auctioned 
by Baldwin’s and Dreweatts & 
Bloomsbury Auctions in Lon¬ 
don on November 6 and are ex¬ 
pected to fetch between £1,800 
and £2,200. 


Testing for 
diabetes 

The mayor of Epsom took a 
risk assessment test for type 
2 diabetes during an open 
day at Diabetes UK’s region¬ 
al headquarters. 

Councillor Colin Taylor 
and the mayoress Josie Tay¬ 
lor, took part in the test at 
the charity’s Epsom offices 
on Thursday, October 17, to 
encourage others to follow 
their example. 

The free test indicates a 
person’s risk of developing 
type 2 diabetes within the 
next 10 years, based on 
lifestyle and heritage. 

The condition is common 
in people of black or South 
Asian descent and usually 
affects people over the age 
of 40. But there have been 
an increasing number of 
younger people with a high 
body mass index being diag¬ 
nosed with type 2 diabetes. 

Jill Steaton, south-east re¬ 
gional manager for Diabetes 
UK, said: “Diabetes is one of 
the biggest health chal¬ 
lenges facing the UK. We 
were pleased to see resi¬ 
dents coming along to find 
out how we campaign on be¬ 
half of people affected by or 
at risk of diabetes.”

A cash-strapped charity that 
won National Lottery funding 
this month has raised almost 
£1,000 by auctioning a painting 
by one of its volunteers. 

On Wednesday, the colourful 
work, by a member of the Sun- 
nybank Trust’s Kites social 
club, was sold in an online auc¬ 
tion for £995. 

The charity is pulling-out all

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New development is 
‘very sad for wildlife’

A housing development has been 
approved by the Government’s 
planning inspectorate, despite 
residents and councillors fearing 
it could threaten a badger 
population. 

At a meeting of Epsom Council’s 
planning committee in April, 
councillors voted to reject an appli¬ 
cation by Shrewsbury-based devel¬ 
oper Loganberry to build 10 
detached and semi-detached 
homes on former railway land in 
Mill Road, Epsom. 

Although the application was 
recommended for approval by the 
council’s planning department, 
members of the committee felt it 
would harm the character and ap¬ 
pearance of the surrounding area, 
because of the loss of green space 
and density of the proposed hous¬ 
ing, and would harm the badgers 
living there. 

The land, that is not in a conser¬ 
vation area, lies between Mill Road 
and the railway and is the natural 
scrubland home to many badger 
setts. 

Planning inspector JP Roberts 
said he acknowledged the views of 
residents who “clearly cherish” 
the wildlife, but found the develop¬ 
ment would not harm the badgers. 

A report on the inquiry said: 
“The proposal results in the loss of

some foraging areas, but there is no 
evidence to suggest that this loss, a 
small proportion of the overall ter¬ 
ritory available to badgers, would 
be harmful to the continued well¬ 
being of the badger population.” 

As part of the development, Lo¬ 
ganberry aims to maintain one- 
third of the site as a wildlife 
sanctuary, that would be managed 
by a nominated wildlife trust. 

Epsom Councillor Julie Morris, 
who lives opposite the site, 


said: “It’s very sad for the wildlife. 
The consensus is that the one- 
third of the site that’s going to be 
left is not enough to sustain the 
wildlife. There are going to be ca¬ 
sualties in the badger population.” 

Coun Morris said members of 
the Millbridge Wildlife Trust, who 
were out-bid in their attempt to 
buy the land from Network Rail 
when it went on sale in 2009, will 
manage the undeveloped part of 
the site. 

She said: “The worry is that, with 
so much disruption caused during 
the construction, the wildlife will 
go away and not come back. It’s 
greed on the part of developers for 
what is a narrow strip of land.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“While disappointed, we are 
pleased that the planning inspec¬ 
torate supported the idea that ap¬ 
proximately one-third of the site is 
set aside as a nature reserve and 
the council looks forward to work¬ 
ing with residents to bring this to 
fruition.” 

Simon Cowell, founder of the 
Leatherhead-based Wildlife Aid 
Foundation and an expert on bad¬ 
gers, said: “The development has 
to be a certain distance away any¬ 
way, but it would have a massive 
impact if it is taking away half of 
the badgers’ foraging area.” 

Mr Cowell said he would like to 
carry out a site visit and conduct 
an independent assessment.

Annual lunch raises 
tasty sum for charity

Ladies who lunch have donated 
more than £31,000 to a charity that 
helps people with disabilities. 

The money was raised earlier 
this month at the annual ladies’ 
autumn lunch in aid of Queen 
Elizabeth’s Foundation for Dis¬ 
abled People (QEF), held in the 
Duchess’s Stand at Epsom Downs 
Racecourse. 

The guest speaker was royal bi¬ 
ographer and journalist Penny 
Junor, who was born in 
Leatherhead. 

Funds raised at the lunch will go 
to the charity’s neuro rehabilita¬ 
tion service, that provides a range 
of therapies for young people who 
have acquired serious brain in¬ 
jury from sickness, accident, 
stroke or other neurological 
conditions. 

Kevin Read faced the room of 
more than 400 women and told 
them about the car accident last 
year that left his son Andy, 21, so 
badly injured that doctors were 
not convinced he would ever 
progress beyond a “persistent veg¬ 
etative state”. 

Mr Read said: “After five weeks 
in a coma, Andy began to wake up. 
Eight months after the accident, 
he was able to sit up in his 
wheelchair, smile and put his 


thumb up or down.” 

But he said his son was acutely 
aware how traumatically his life 
had changed, and his spirits were 
at their lowest ebb. 

QEF was chosen as the best 
place to support his rehabilitation. 

Nearly a year on, he can move 
around in a powered wheelchair, 
has relearned how to chew and 
swallow food, and can communi¬ 
cate using the latest tablet com¬ 
puter as a communication aid. 

Meanwhile, Mrs Junor paid trib¬ 
ute to Mr Read and QEF before en¬ 
tertaining the guests with 
glimpses into the lives of figures 
such as Prince Charles, Richard 
Burton, John Major, Margaret 


Thatcher and Prince William. 

Some of her anecdotes are in¬ 
cluded in her new book on Prince 
William, entitled Born to be King. 

Afterwards, she said: “I really 
enjoyed the day and I was amazed 
with how much work QEF does to 
support disabled people.” 

QEF director of fundraising 
John Chamberlain said: “Our 
lunches have become increasingly 
popular and this year’s autumn 
lunch, with such an entertaining 
guest speaker, a superb lunch and 
an exclusive shopping experience, 
really demonstrated why. 

“But the real stars for us are the 
sponsors and guests, who support 
us so generously.”

What are cat hairballs? 



T Tairballs, officially known as 
^Trichobozoar, are a relatively 
common problem in cats. While 
they may be unpleasant for both 
you and your cat, they are not 
usually cause for major concern. 

Cats can spend around 30% of their 
waking hours grooming. Their highly 
efficient tongues act as a comb and

remove the loose hair from the 
coat. This hair then gets swallowed 
and passes into the digestive tract 
and can form a compressed ball or 
wad of hair. 

Often these will be passed through 
the digestive system, but your cat 
may regurgitate them instead. First 
signs you may notice are your cat 
appearing to retch as if he needs 
to vomit, followed by bringing up a 
mat of hair, or you may see saliva/ 
mucus type deposits with hair in and 
around the home. 


Prevention and 
Treatment 

Grooming your cat is one 
of the most effective ways 
of reducing the incidence of 
hairballs. Grooming is also 
useful as it can stimulate 
endorphins, giving a ‘feel 
good factor’, help promote 
hygiene and trigger the 
release of the skin’s natural 
lubricating oils. 

There are a number of 
different brushes available 
which will help to remove 
loose hair: ask in your 
local pet shop for their 
recommendation. 

There are a number

The clocks went back at the 
weekend - which means the 
nights have well and truly 
'drawn in'. 

Top advanced driver Peter 
Rodger of road safety charity the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists 
gives drivers some helpful 
advice on negotiating roads in 
the dark. 

•Keep your lights and 
windscreen clean. It's easy to 
forget the inside of the windows, 
but keeping them clean helps 
prevent them from misting-up. 

• Use main beam on a dark 
unlit road, but make sure you dip 
your lights to avoid dazzling the 
oncoming road users. 

• If an approaching car forgets 
to dip its lights, look beyond the 
lights to their left to avoid being 
dazzled as much. 


• Stopping 

safely within the distance you 
can see to be clear still applies in 
the dark. 

• Look at how the traffic ahead 
behaves for clues to possible 
problems you can't see yet - the 
way other lights behave can tell 
you a lot. 

• Use the reflective road signs 
and lines to help you see where 
the road goes. 

• Use the headlights of the car 
you are following to let you see 
further ahead. 

• Don't look at any lights but at 
what they show - so you can 
make use of more of the light 
there is without losing your 
'night vision'. 

• If it's gloomy in the morning, 
don't forget to put your lights on 
then too.
